Excisions have been made in 
order to protect material which is exempt from disclosure pursuant 
to Title 5, United States Code, Section 552 as follows: 

(b) (1) (A) specifically authorized under criteria 

established by an Executive order to be 
kept secret in the interest of national 
defense or foreign policy and (B) are in 
fact properly classified pursuant to such 
Executive order; 

(b) (2) related solely to the internal personnel 
rules and practices of an agency; 

(b) (7) records or information compiled for law 
enforcement purposes, but only to the 
extent that the production of such law 
enforcement records or information 

(C) could reasonably be expected to 

constitute an unwarranted invasion of 
personal privacy. 



If you desire, you may submit an appeal from any denial 
contained herein. Appeals should be directed in writing to the 
Assistant Attorney General, Office of Legal Policy (Attention: 
Office of Information and Privacy) , United States Department of 
Justice, Washington, D.C. 20530, within thirty days from receipt 
of this letter. The envelope and the letter should be clearly 
marked "Freedom of Information Appeal" or "Information Appeal".
